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1979 was the year of the 
Penmanshiel Tunnel emergency. 
While a new line was being 
constructed by-passing the 
collapsed tunnel, Anglo-Scottish 
services had to be quickly 
reorganised. On 2 June, HST unit 
No 254.020, seen near Auchengray, 
forms the 12.44 Carstairs-Edinburgh 
connection off the 07.45 London 
Euston-Glasgow Central. 
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
